Peck. the well-known confidence woman, recently 
received ber tirst punishment in the form of a four and 
a half years’ sentence. 

Mrs. Peck is not a prepossessing-looking woman, 
and as she was brought to the bar of the Court of Over 
and Terminer her masculine-looking face was divesicd 
of every vestige of color. - Without cisplaving any 
other outward sign uf feeling, she clutched the ruil- 
ing betore Judge Van Brunt and cast her eyes op the 
floor. ; 

Addressing tbe prisoner, Judge Van Brunt said that 
there were a number of indictwents against her, vut 
that the Disirict-Attorney felt tuat no good results 
could be attained by pressing them. In passing sen- 
tence be took into consideration ber Jung tmpfison- 
ment, but felt it was the duty of the Court to impose 
the bighest penalty. Her sentence, therefore, would 
be four and a balf years in the Peniteaotiary. 

The crime for which Mrs. Peck was convicted was 
for Storging a bond given with a mortgage on a house 
owned by her bushand in Brooklyn to an insurance 
company. An ex-convict, who is now in Sing Sing 
and was a witness in the case, personated her husband 
and received the money. 

Mrs. Peck’s criminal] career would fill a large vol- 
ume, and there are now in the Districi-Attorney’s 
office seven indictments against her. Among ber 
victims were B. f. Babbitt, the soap manufacturer, 
Simpson, the pawnbroker. jewelers, lawyers and 
others, all of whom were easily victimized by her oily 
tongue. :

KILLING HIS WIFE IN A BAGNIO. 


Mrs. Annie C. Hance, why was also known ip her 
wicked career as Lizzie Ray and Katie LeRoy. was 
shot and killed instantly at a bagnio kept by Annie E. 
Herbert on South Spring street, Baltimore, ty her 
enraged busband, Thomas C. Hance. The woman 
Herb rt, proprietress of the house, tells the fol- 
lowing about the parties: 

“Annie E. Hance was an orphan, and bad been 
raised in the German Orphan AsyJum. She Je(t there 
to hire out, and at one time Jived with Mr. Walzi.a 
photographer, at the Relay House. She came to my 
house about seven years ago, and was with me about 
two years when she became amother. I took a liking 
to ber and sent her to the House of the Good Shep- 
herd, where she was taptized, taking the name of 
Annie E. Ray. When she came to my bouse she was 
Lizzie Ray, and had been living on Raborg street. She 
was with me about four years when she met Thomas 
©. Hance, of Calvert county, who is an oysterman. 
He married her Jan. 12, 1883, and took ber home, as be 
said, and also herchild. He brought ber back to Balti- 
more and left her bere. Annie wax twenty-four years 
old. I never knew her to visit a dance, drink any 
kind of liquors or smoke even a cigarette. She would 
have made any man a good wite if treated well.” 
Thomas ©. Hance is about twenty-five years old. He 
belongs to Calvert county, on the Patuxent river, 
about ten miles below Benedict. His father, M. B. 
Hance, was commander of the oyster police sloop 
Louisa Whyte last winter. The young man is rather 
prepossessing and of large build. He would say noth- 
ing otber than that he was from Calvert County. 

The young woman, the unfortunate wife of Hance, 
was rather above the average in size, well developed, 
and was considered bandsome. She was shot in the 
right temple. No other wound was visible. Another 
pistol-shot was in the wall of her room. Marshal! 
Gray stated that Hance called to see him about three 
months ago,and made a complaint about his wite: 
tbat his wife was living in a house of il!-repute on 
Spring street, and bad her little girl-child with ber. 


4 BIG BOGUS PRINCE. 


The details ofan extraordinary case ot alleged biga- 
mous warriage of a pretended Russian Prince with an 
American beiress,and the pursuit of the bride and 
bridegroom from New York to Rotterdam, where they 
were discovered only last week, are so replete witb 
sensational incident that they read more like the im- 
aginative story of a three volume novel than episodes 
of real life. 

A few years ago there suddenly appeared in the city 
of Bristol, in England,a youvg man of noble mien, 
handsome features, an accomplished linguist and a 
polished man of the world. He described bimself as 
the Prince Zacharias Basilius Zacharuft Gortschakoff, 
Garde Imperiale, Aide-de-camp de sa Majeste }’Empe- 
reur; and, though a prince, he was ao affable to all 
sorts and conditions of people that he became very 
popular in many circles, and eventually succeeded in 
winning tbe hand of the daughter of a highly respecta- 
ble Bristul tradesman. “The Prince’s’” wedding tour

the peace of the neighborbood. This conduct becum- 
ing unbearable, “the Prince” was given into custody, 
and hence the action. The proceedings in the Tolzey 
Court were chiefly interesting for the severe cross- 
examination asto his antecedents to which be was 
subjected ty Mr. J. F. Norris, the learned counsel who 
appeared for the defendants, and now one of ber 
Majesty’s Judges in India. The jury returned a ver- 
dict for the defendant Brimble, and tor a farthing 
damages only against the father-in-law, and the Re- 
corder refused to certify for costs. 
‘After this action “the Prince’ appears to have

the first wife's family in the action already mentioned, 
and thus ‘having a close knowledge of “tbe Prince's” 
antecedents, he was in possession of informaiion 
w hich soon led to the finding of the first wife in Lon- 
don. From photographs in possession of Mr. P-——, the 
Bristol detectives tully identified the Bristol prince 
with the American count; but there was no time to be 
lost, and Mr. P—— and bis American lawyer crossed 
to Rotterdam, uccumpanied by the first wife-and her 
brother, Detective Inspector Short, and the necessary 
statutory declaraticns and photographs, one of the lat- 
tér being. a portrait of “the Prince’ and his tirst wife. 
Avriving.at Rotterdam they bad tbe good fortune to 
fiad that they had anticipated the arrival of “the 
Princ 3s” steamer, whicb was not due until Saturday. 
Fn tbh. nean time they laid the facts before the Ameri- 
can Consul and secured his co-operation. 

As soon as the steamer arrived Miss Billings received 
a@ polite message from the Consul requesting her at- 
tendance at his chambers, where shortly afterward 
the unsuspecting “Prince” and his bride presented 
themselves.

sought solace in foreign travel, and from time to time 
he was heard of at Cyprus, Constantinople, and event- 
ually a report reached Bristol that he had been shot 
by the Civil Guard while escaping from a prison in 
Persia. He was regarded, though not mourned, as 
dead; but about the middle of. last month a gentle- 
man, whom we will designate as Mr. P—, now re- 
siding in Philadelphia, but formeriy a citizen of 
Bristol, and au intimate friend of the pseudo prince, 
observed in the New York Herald the following an- 
nouncement of marriage: 

“ZACHASOFF—BILLINGS.—At Hotel Madison, Aug. 
26, by the Rev. J. Stanley d’Orsay, Zacharia Zacharoff 
to Jeanne Frances Billings, all of this clty.” 

The name of the bridegroom revived old reminis- 
cences of his former friend, “the Prince,”’ whose 
bones\he had supposed were bleaching on the wilds of 
Persia. On making inquiries be found that his sur- 
mises were correct, that Zacharia Zacharoff, who now 
deecribed himself as a count, was no other than his 
whilom associage, “the Prince.’’ He also learned that 
he bad obtained an enfree into the best of New York 
society, and with a cheerful disregard of the laws of 
bigamy, bad contracted a mesalliance with an Ameri-

the Consul on general topics, the fugitive couple, who 
had taken the name of Mr. and Mrs. Schwar, were as- 
tounded to see Mr. P—— and Mr. Jenks enter the room.

A BRUTAL OUTRAGE.

A report comes from Clay Court House, West. Vir- 
ginia, of the inhuman beating of » young woman 
named Miss Nancy Hoover by a mob ofa dczen or 
fifieen masked men. Thc crime is presumed to bave 
been committed on Oct. 1, just about midnight, and 
the Iccation of the outrage was on what is known as 
Blue Mountain, about four or five miles from the 
county seat.

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| AN UNGRATEFUL SCOUNDREL. 


George Besserrdorf Murders the Wife of his Bene- 
factor and then Suicides. 


[Subject of Illustration. | 

_On the evening of Saturday, Uct. 3, the bodies of a 
man and woman were founa in Central Park. Pistol 
shots and the flash of powder about 7:300’clock startled 
Park Policeman William Dugan as he paced the drive 
near the gate at Fifth avenue anc Seventy-second 
street. It was already dark, and wayfarers, like the 
riders on the road. bad almust aJl disappeared from 
that part of the Park. The shots came from the center 
ot the grass plot behind the big bronze statue of the 
Pilgrim, about 25 feet from it and 59 feet trom the drive 
on the east side of the meadow. The three sbotscame 
close tugeth2r, and were followed by a fourth, which 
sounded while Dugan was Lurrying toward the spot. 
He found two: forms stretched upon the grass, a 
woman, dead, an a man who died as he looked. 
They bad apparently been sitting together there on a 
coarse black and bronze plush lap robe. One pistol, a 32- 
catibre balidog six-snvoter, lay so that it showed that 
the man bad shot the woman and then shot himself. 

The couple were Germans of decent and respectable 
appearance, and traces of an effort at holiday making 
bedecked what was evidently their Sunday, atfire. 
The woman’s black silk dress was trimmed with black 
velvet, ber beaded black jersey had a neat nosegay at 
the throat, and the lett hand was squeezed intoa blaok 
kid glove. Her neat olack straw hat was bigh crowned, 
as of recent purchase, and an amber-handled and silk 
umbrella completed her equipment. She seemed like 
an industrious German servant, long enough in this 
country to have acquired the art and earned the 
means of making a very good appearance. Her face 
was of the heavy German type that in death was not 
particularly attractive. The man was just as carr ful’y 
dressed in his best—a black sult and black derby bat. 
The care that he had taken in his appearance was 
indfcated by a buttonhole bouguet that matched the 
woman's. His Jeft hand was also gloved. Near the 
bodies was found a small paper collar box tied up and 
addressed : ‘To the Coroner of the City of New York.’’ 

It proved to be full of letters that furnished a key 
to the tragedy. The woman was not recognized until 
1:30 P. M. next day. 

While Deputy Coroners Jenkins, Conwav and Donlin 
were making an autopsy, a man hastily entered, 
and after looking upon the features of the dead couple 
declared that he knewthem both. The woman was 
the wite of Dr. Edmund I. Koch, editor of the New 
Jersey Freie Presse, published at No. 489 Pavonia 
avenue, Jersey City Heights. The man said that he 
was himself well acquainted with Dr. Koch and his 
wife, dui asked Dr. Jenkins.to Conceal his name. as it 
might be injurious to him to have it published. He 
said that. Mrs... Koch left her husband’s bouse, in which 
the publication office of his. newspaper is located, on 
Monday last, saying that she was. going toa dry 
goods store. She kissed ber four children, the oldest 
of whom is a..boy thirteen years of age. and went 
away. That was the last her family saw of her alive. 

When Dr. Koch was seen he. freely and 
fally of the terrible aflair. He said. that he and his 
wife were married sixteen years ago and they had four 
children. One of the children died, bat the other 
three, two boys and a girl, are living. . The. oldest isa 
boy of thirtcen, the next a boy of eleven and the 
youngest a girl of six. Dr. Koch is about fifty years 
old and his wife was thirty-eight. The doctor said: 

*‘Bessendorf cafne to me about four months ago with 
a letter of introduction from my friend, Dr. Carl Sied- 
hof, of Union Hill. Dr: Siedbot requested me to find 
employment for the young man, and finding bim pos- 








‘ gessed of some intelligenée I took him into my office 


and offered to teach him the art of type-setting. I also 
gave him a room in my own house and treated bim as 
one of the family. He had been with me only a few 
days when he began to practice his devilish arts upon 
my wife, and I soon discovered that she was complete- 
ly infatuated with bim and that he bad her completely 
under his control. 

“When their intimacy became so noticeable that 
the children and the neighbors began to observe it, | I 
remonstrated with Maria and I also spoke to Beazen- 
dorf. They both assured me that thes bad not been 
guilty ot ansthiug criminal,and they even signed a 
paper to that effect in the presence of witnesses. They 
admitted that they Joved eacb other, but declared that 
their love was pure and siniess. In order to avoid 
making a scandal they promised to treat each other 
as stravgers for the future, I believe they meant to 
keep their promise, but in a short time they resumed 
their former relations, and spent a great dea) of time 
together, notwithstanding my remonstrances. Finally 
I sent Bessendorf awav and gave him the recom- 
mendation that was found upon him in order that he 
might get employment elsewhere. Before he went 
away both be and my wife promiscd to give each other 
up andI thought the trouble was at an end. But I 
was mistaken. 

“TI soon discovered that they were corresponding 
with each other and that my eldest boy carried the let- 
ters. I questioned him about It one day and he denied 
it, Then [ whipped him for telling me a lie. J only 
strack bim balfadozen times with a little cowhide 
whip, but while I was doing 1t my wife threw herself 
on the floor and begged of me not to dott, asthe fault 
was hers and not the boy’s. I struck her with my 
band. tut I didn't hurt her and she didn’t seem to 
min‘ it. ‘This was on last Sunday. On Monday morn- 
Ing I went to Newark to collect some bills, and when 
I came back I Jearned from my son that Bessendorf 
came to the becuse, at least to the back gate, and my 
wite invite’? him in. He begged an‘! implored ber to 
zo away with him, and threatened to shoot himself if 
she refused. My son heard her say (o him tbatshe did 
not care whether he shot timself or not; she would 
not go with him. There was quite a scene and Bessen- 
dorf finaliy went away. declaring that he would kill 
bimsel f. 

“Two hours after my wife put on her silk dress, 
sometbing that she was nut in the habit of doing on 
week days as sh2 had several other dresse3, and tol1 
the children that she was going to the dressinaker’s 
on Hoboken avenue. t have not seen her since. The 
next day I informed the police of her disappearance. 
On Weanesday J beard that she and Bessendorf in- 
tented to sai! for Germany on the steamer which 
sailed from Hoboken on that day. I went to the jer, 
but they were not there, Then I heard that ther 
would sail on the Bremen steamer en Saturday, and [ 
went there only to be again disappointed. I heard 
nothing further about thew until this morning when 
I] read the story of the tragedy in the papers and 
learned that mv poor wife was murdered by that in- 





famous scoundrel.”

Dr. Koch opened a drawer in the desk and showed 
the reporter a picture of his wife with her brother 
standing by her side. Dr. Koch said that his wii~’s 
brother, who owns a farm in the western part of New 
York State, wrote a letter to ber ahout a month ago in 
which he said he had a presentment tbat he or she 
would die soon, and he would come on and see her. 
He did par hera visit about two weeks ago and re- 
mained turee or four days. The docior said that his 
wife wes mentally weak and that Bessendorf was not 
the first man that she had gone away with.

Tn this issue we publish a portrait of the Dublin, Ire- 
land, team of athletcs who recently arrived in this 
country to eompete in the athieti.: games. The team 
are: W. J.M. Barry.

The Great Northern Railway Terminus, Amiens 
street, was the scene of one of the most remarkable 
episodes in tne history of Irish athietics. It was the 
occasion of the departure of a team of Irieh atbletes 
for America, with the primary object of winning the 
ebampionsbips of Canada, and with tbe secondary but 
well-defined purpose of adding to their Dominion vic- 
tories the championships of the United States. The 
veam were banded together ina manner hitherto un- 
known Ip any country, and cquipped for such an en- 
terprising expedition. 

Mr. Frederick Gallagher, the editor of the Dnbiin 
Sport, while sitting at the Press tab:e on the Southport 
Athletic Ground, «hile the championships of England 
were being decided, observed. on the back of bis pro- 
gramme, a prospectus of the Canadian championships 
set for decision at Toronto on the 2th September. 
1885. The idea at once struck bim that {t would be a 
splendid thing to take a team of Irishmen out there, 
and try what they could doin competion with their 
tellow-subjects of the Dominion. The idea bad starce- 
ly struck him till he saw it was feasible. Why not? 
There that day at Southport, at the championship 
meeting of the country which-of all others “goes in” 
for athleticism of cvery kiud, no le:s than tbree vic- 
tories were wrested from al] comers by a small team 
of five Irishmen. No sooner had he returned home 
than with characteristic energy he set the project on 
foot and opened a subscription list to defray the ex- 
penses of theteam. They competed in Canada with — 
fair success and also in this country proving them- 
selves first-class athletes.

And then, again, whenever 
they would cliuch McCoy would break away, taking no advantage 
of him, just to show the big one what he could dowith him. The 
Marine never stood up before a good man before he met McCoy. 
His friends must feel disappointed with him after his bad showing 
af.er so much blowing about downing McCoy in three rounds. His 
people, who were so complct-ly wrapped up in bim, said that after 
be licked McCoy there was but one other worthy of him, and that 
was John L. Sullivan. Now, won't the Marine ani his friends 
brace up alittle ani undertake to give some other good one the 
same difference in weight as McCoy gave him, then we will be 
bettcr able tojuige the capabilities of the Marine. McCoy has 
b.en fighting men all his life hcavier than himself and has never 
been bested once, nor has he ever objected to the extra weight.

There was a hotly contested glov:> contest at North 
Adams, Mass., on O:t. 3. Billy Frazi:r, of Boston, light-weignt 
champion of America, ani Jinimy Carroll, of Holyoke. champion 
light-weight of New England, had a sparrioz exhibition in which 
the honors were easy. Coasidi:rable rivalry has existed between 
them for some time past, and in the first round a number of hard 
biows were exchang:d. When the men retired to their corners Car 
roll seemed to be laboring for breath, probably because of sa blow 
on his stomach with Frazicr’s left. When time was called for the 
second round both men came forward. Carroll turned and fell and 
the crowd went wild, thinking he had been knocked down by Fra- 
zicr, But he was quickly helped to his fect by Frazier, and the 
round was finished mid shouts and yells from the audience. In the 
third round both men began to get angry, and each tricd hard to get 
in a knock-down blow. After the third round Carroll secmed to be 
badly winded, catching breath with difficulty, and he also had 
trouble with his stomach. The fourth and last round brought out 
all the science both men possessed, each fighting shy for a moment 
or two, when Frazier landed a fierce blow on Carroll's mouth, which 
was responded to with a stinger squarely between Fraszier'’s eyes. 
This roused the ire of both, and all through the round they fought 
like tigers, each raining blow after blow upon the face, neck and 
body of bis antagovist. Time was called, but the men paid no heed 
and ha! to be separated by the referee. Both men were anxious for 
another round, but were not allowed to come together. Carroll came 
forward and said that after his exhibition clog dances, given early 
in the evening, he had been troubled for wind ; he would, however, 
wager any amount from $100 up that he could whip any man in 
America weighing 150 pounds, Frazier preferred. After this speech 
Frazier came forward and said he would mect Carroll in two weeks 
from this time. Further, that he would fight any man in the world 
weighing 133 pounds or less. 


On Oct. 5“Tom” Gillespie, of Philadelphia, and Jack 
Sheridan, of Chicago, fought according to the rules of the London 
prize ring, with gloves, for $500 near Syracuse, N. Y. The 
ring was erected:on the underbrush, and on the line between 
Ovondaga and Oswego counties. Gillespic weighed 168 pounds in 
fighting costume. Sheridan's weight was 165 pounds. J. Doyle 
was Sheridan's second, and Tom Hall, of Rochester, acted in that 
capacity for Gillespie. A sporting man of this city was chosen as 
referee and a prominent saloon keeper acted as timekeeper. Sheri. 
dan won the toss for corners, and took the higher one. At 5:15 A. 
M. the men shook hands and went at it. 

Rounp 1—Both sparred cautiously, and then Gillespie led with a 
tap on Sheridan's body, which was followed by a neat hit on Gilles- 
pie's forehcad, staggering him. 

Rovunp 2—Gillespie planted a heavy blow on Sheridan's nose, 
drawing blood. The round closed with clinching and ineffectual 
body blows on both sides. 

Rousp 3—Sheridan rushed at Gillespie and aimed an ugly blow at 
his body. but it was countered, Sheridan receiving telling body 
blows and one between his eyes, which began swelling rapidly. 
Sheridan went to his corncr showing weakness. 

Rounp 4—Gillespie forced the fighting, but was gamely met by 
Sheridan, who planted a right-hander, and followed it up with a 
left-hander. No blood had yet been drawn on the latter, while 
Sheridan was becoming rather wild, owing to his swollen eycs. 

Rounp 5—This round opened with light sparring. Gillespie 
made arush at Sheridan, who grappled and threw him heavily. 
The men were parted, both pretty well winded. Thcy sparred wild- 
ly until Sheridan got in a telling blow on Gillespie's leftcar. . Gil- 
lespic staggered and fell on the ropes, euding the round. 

Rounp 6.—When they faced for this round Sheridan looked in 
better condition than did his oppouent, although his face bore signs 
of punishmegt. Aheridan opened with a body blow and followed 
it up with = hit iu the same quarter. Gillespie rushed at 
Sheridan, him {iuto bis corner, and knocked him over the 
ropes with @ ferocious hit on the jugular. Time was calicd for the 
seventh round, but Sheridan failed to get up, and Gillespie was 
declared the wiuver. 

Adesperate fistic encounter was decided at Beck’s 
Run, near Pittsburg, Pa., on Oct. 2, between James Donnelly, of 
New York, and Edward Berry, of New Haven. The fight was for 
$250 a side, London prize ring rules. The affair was conducted so 
quietly that less than fifty persons saw the mill. The principals 
were total strangers to all. Berry was much the smaller man, while 
Donnellys magnificent physique at once made him the favorite in 
the betting. Atl A.M. Billy Cleary and Jack Lynch stepped into 
the ring with D liy, anda t afterward Ed. Thomas and 
Conncr Maloney escorted Berry into the squared circle. Harry Hor 
oer, of Philadelphia, was chosen referce. The hollow in which the 
ring was pitc':ed was as black as the vale in the infernal regions. 
The only lights that served to dissipate the inky darkness came from 
some improvised torches and miners’ lamps. In the glare of torches 
the fighters and their seconds looked like stripped demons issuing 
from beneath the trees. Twenty-five dollars were freely offered on 
Donnelly, and several bets were made. Berry weighed 150 pounds. 
avd Donnelly was about 4 pounds lighter. Donnelly, after a littic 
harmless sparring. led off, but missed, and received a warmer 
on the left ear. <A few exchanges followed. in which 
Berry had decided)y the best of it. Berry pounded Donnelly’s ribs, 
while the latter ‘‘haoked™ the New Haven man round the ueck. 
Berry, by good wrestling. threw Donnelly heavily. In the second 
round Donnelly again led off, but missed the artful Berry, who let 
his right fly, landing it on Donnelly’s neck. Some face-hitting fol- 
lowed, and Berry azain showed superior fighting, and threw Don- 
nelly violently, falling on him. In the third round Donnelly azain 
led off, but was miserably short. His icf ear suffered again, he re- 
ceived a blow on the face, a hot one on the mouth and was punished 
generally on the ribs and stomach, and at the end of the round was 
again thrown by Berry. Berry was much the favori:. at the begin 
ving of the fourth round. He azain waited for Donnelly’s lead, 
dodged it, and banged Donvelly on the neck. Heavy short-armed 
blows followed, in which Berry showed his strength and science. 
Donnelly fought savagely, but received much more than he gave. 
Rerry was quick and pow ~...,..., after giving some strong “‘rid 
reminders,” thr . Jvunnelly heavily. When Berry was taken in 
charge by his seconds his left eye was blinded by white pepper. 
Berry's umpire, a newspaper man, at once claimed a foul on dchalf 
of Berry, alleging that Donnelly’s seconds had blinded him with 
pepper. The claim was allowed, and a row followed Berry's eye 
was seriously affected this morning, and the doctors think he may 
lose the sizht of it.
